However, since claim 10 is a product claim, it is now grouped in Invention 11. The two 
Inventions are now: 

1. Claims 1 -9, drawn to a process for working up an aqueous polymer latex 
component; 

IL Claims 10-13, drawn to polymer components and thermoplastic molding 
composition.
